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TO  THE  GENERAL  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 
Gentlemen — 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  County  Borough  of  Salford,  being  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  for  the  year  1892.  It  has,  as  in  the  case  of  my 
previous  reports,  been  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  the  general  order  of  the 
I.ocal  Government  Board  in  respect  of  such  reports. 

The  general  death-rate  of  the  Borough  was  below  the  mean  of  the 
quinquennial  period  1886-90,  and  also  below  the  rate  for  the  year  1891, 
being  24*6  per  1,000  for  the  year  1892,  as  against  257  per  1,000  the  mean 
for  the  period  1886-90,  and  as  against  26*0  per  1,000  for  the  year  1891. 
Though  the  general  death-rate  for  the  Borough  shows  improvement  on 
previous  year,  it,  unfortunately,  does  not  compare  favourably  with  the 
mortality  of  other  large  towns  in  England  during  1892.  The  general  death- 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was,  however,  lower  by  I’l  per  1,000  in  1892 
than  in  1891,  and  in  1892  the  average  death-rate  of  33  great  English  towns 
was  2o’67  per  1,000,  as  against  22 ’5  per  1,000  for  28  great  English  towns 
in  1891.  In  Salford,  there  was  a  serious  increase  of  mortality  due  to 
measles,  which  amounted  to  306  deaths,  and  to  this  fact  must  be,  in  large 
measure,  attributed  the  unfavourable  position  which  it  takes  in  comparison 
with  other  large  towns  during  the  year  1892.  The  zymotic  mortality  was 
indeed,  chiefly  owing  to  measles  mortality,  equal  to  one-fifth  of  the  whole 
mortality  in  the  Borough  during  the  year. 

Though  the  death-rates  in  Salford,  during  the  year,  from  the  following 
zymotic  diseases,  namely,  scarlet-fever,  whooping-cough,  measles,  and 
diarrhoea,  were  higher  than  for  Pingland  and  Wales,  the  33  great  English 
towns,  and  for  London,  they  were,  with  the  exception  of  whooping-cough 
and  measles,  below  the  average  in  Salford  for  the  previous  five  years. 
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Moreover,  the  diphtheria  death-rate  was  nearly  as  low  as  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales,  and  actually  lower  than  for  the  33  great  English  towns 
and  for  Eondon.  In  accordance  with  the  plan  of  my  last  reports,  I  have 
prepared  three  maps  showing,  by  means  of  coloured  dots,  the  location  of 
houses  in  which  cases  of  scarlet-fever,  diphtheria,  and  enteric-fever, 
respectively,  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  Borough. 

The  new  hospital — the  Ladywell  Sanatorium — for  the  isolation  and 
treatment  of  cases  of  infectious  sickness,  was  opened  with  suitable  ceremony 
on  June  15th,  1892.  It  was  occupied  by  patients  on  August  6th  following, 
and  has  already  given  evidences  of  being  appreciated  by  the  ratepayers  of 
the  Borough. 

The  number  of  cellar-dwellings  in  the  Borough  has  now  been  reduced 
to  102,  and  the  work  in  preparation  for  carrying  out  the  scheme  under  the 
Housing  of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  1890,  and  in  preparing  for  the  erection 
of  a  model  common  lodging-house,  had  progressed  considerably  by  the  end 
of  the  year. 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  of  my  former  recommendations,  the  refuse 
destructor  for  the  Pendleton  district  is  likely  soon  to  be  provided,  and  the 
regular  inspection  and  cleansing  of  the  sewers  in  the  Borough  have  been 
ordered  to  be  proceeded  with  and  continued  from  year  to  year;  but  the 
question  of  erecting  one  or  more  public  abattoirs  appears  to  be  in  abeyance.

II. 

Mortality  Statistics. 


Estimated  Population.— The  estimated  population  of  the 
whole  Borough,  for  the  year  1892,  was  201,058.  This  calculation 
is  the  same  as  that  of  the  Registrar-General,  and  is  based  on  the 
assumption  that  the  rate  of  increase  of  population  in  the  Borough 
is  the  same  as  that  which  obtained  during  the  decennial  period 
between  the  censuses  of  1881  and  1891.  I  believe  that  this  pre¬ 
sumed  rate  of  increase  is  a  just  one,  since  there  have  been  no  very 
marked  changes  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  to  make  it  likely 
that  the  growth  of  the  population  was  either  much  greater  or  less 
than  in  the  years  preceding  1892. 

The  actual  excess  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  ,was 
2,235,  as  compared  with  2,054  in  the  year  1891.  The  density  of 
population  is  still  widely  different  in  the  four  principal  registration 
districts,  increasing  steadily  in  three  of  them,  and  happily,  though 
very  slightly,  declining  in  the  Greengate  district.  The  marriage 
rate,  which  was  a  falling  one  from  the  year  1880  to  the  year  1888, 
rose  again  somewhat,  in  the  following  year,  to  167  per  1,000  of 
the  population  in  1889,  and  reached  i8’2  per  1,000  in  1891. 
During  the  year  1892,  the  rate  was  167  per  1,000  of  the  estimated 
population. 

Annual  Rate  of  Mortality. — The  total  number  of  deaths 
for  the  year  1892  numbered  4,955, — 2,454  being  deaths  of  males, 
and  2,501  being  deaths  of  females.  The  death-rate  for  the  Borough 
was  equal,  therefore,  to  24'6  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population, 
as  against  26-0  per  1,000  in  the  year  1891,  and  as  against  257  per 
1,000  the  mean  rate  for  the  quinquennial  period  1886-90  (Table  A). 
In  arriving  at  the  correct  general  death-rate  of  the  Borough,  care 
has  been  taken,  as  usual,  to  allow  for  the  deaths  of  persons  who 
died  beyond  the  boundaries  of  the  Borough,  while  yet  belonging 
to  it,  as  well  as  of  those  who,  not  belonging  to  the  Borough,  yet 
died  within  it.  Of  the  former,  there  were  73  deaths  ;  of  the  latter, 
there  were  26  deaths.  The  deaths  of  Salford  residents  outside  the 
Borough  were  distributable  as  follows  :  Children’s  Hospital,  Pen- 
dlebury,  32  ;  Manchester  Royal  Infirmary,  33  ;  Mcnsall  Hospital, 
o  ;  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  3  ;  the  remaining  five  deaths  occurred  in 
the  streets  of  Manchester,  and  not  in  any  public  institution.  As  in 
former  years,  so  again  I  have  to  call  attention  to  the  great  influence 
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of  lung  diseases  on  the  total  annual  mortality,  although  the  per¬ 
centage  of  deaths  from  such  causes  was  rather  less  than  in  the 
year  1891.  leaking  three  causes  of  deaths  from  lung  diseases  only, 
namely,  plithisis,  bronchitis,  and  pneumonia,  the  percentage  of 
deaths  from  these  to  the  total  deaths  was,  in  1891,  as  much  as 
34T,  while  in  the  year  1892  the  rate  was  30*0  per  cent.  These 
facts  are,  however,  shown  in  more  detail  in  the  review  of  s])ecial 
causes  of  mortality  further  on  in  this  report. 

Annual  Rate  of  Mortality  compared  with  other  larg*e 
towns  and  cities  of  Eng*land. — The  annual  death-rate  of  the 
Borough  of  Salford,  as  compared  with  the  average  for  33  other  large 
towns  of  the  country,  was  3*9  per  1,000  above  the  average  for  the 
year  This  rate  is  slightly  in  excess  as  compared  with  that  for 
the  year  1891,  when  the  death-rate  of  Salford  was  3*5  per  1,000 
above  the  average  for  that  year,  d'he  annual  rate  of  mortality  in 
England  and  Wales  was  equal  to  19 ’or  per  1,000  of  the  population  ; 
less  the  33  great  English  towns  it  was  i8'o9  per  1,000;  and  in 
London  the  general  mortality-rate  was  2o‘64  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

District  Mortality-Rates. — d'he  district  mortality-rates, 
from  all  causes,  may  be  seen  on  reference  to  Tables  A  and  I)  of 
this  report,  and  were  as  follow:  Regent  Road,  25 ‘6  per  1,000  of 
population  ;  Greengate,  33’ i  ;  Pendleton,  23*3  ;  and  Broughton, 
17*8.  All  these  district  rates,  with  the  exception  of  that  for  the 
Greengate  district,  were  lower  than  for  the  year  1891,  and  with  the 
same  exception,  they  were  also  below  the  mean  rates  for  the  quin¬ 
quennial  period  1886-90. 

The  highest  zymotic  district-rate  was  in  Greengate,  as  against 
Pendleton  in  the  year  1891,  and  the  highest  district-rates  for  con¬ 
stitutional  diseases,  developmental,  local,  and  other  diseases,  were 
also  those  of  Greengate,  during  the  year  1892.  Of  course,  there 
is  the  greatest  density  of  population,  and  the  greatest  amount  of 
overcrowding  in  the  Greengate  district  ;  at  the  same  time,  the 
population  is  a  slowly  decreasing  one,  and  there  is  naturally  a  slight 
tendency  towards  exaggeration  in  the  statement  of  its  mortality- 
rates.  Nevertheless,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  gradual  opening-up 
of  some  of  the  denser  parts  of  the  district,  under  schemes  for  the 
improvement  of  specific  areas,  and  the  opening-out  of  fresh 
thoroughfares,  will  effect  material  benefit  to  the  district, 

It  is  noticeable,  however,  that  the  Greengate  district  did  not 
suffer  more  heavily,  in  proportion  to  its  population,  from  diarrhoea, 
than  did  the  larger  districts  of  Regent  Road  and  Pendleton,  and 
that  in  this  respect  the  Pendleton  district  showed  a  want  of  im¬ 
provement,  the  rate  having  risen  from  0*7  per  1,000  in  1891,  to  I’l 
per  1,000  in  1892.

Mortality  in  Age-Groups. —Table  B  shews  the  annual 
rates  of  mortality  in  the  age-groups  0-5,  5-20,  20-40,  40  to  60,  at 
60  and  upwards,  and  at  all  ages,  amongst  males,  females,  and 
persons,  in  the  year  1892,  and  in  the  preceding  decennium. 
Amongst  children  under  live  years  of  age,  the  death-rate  was  equal 
to  po’S  per  1,000 — 92 ’o  amongst  males,  and  89*5  amongst  females. 
The  death-rate  amongst  children  under  live  years  in  the  preceding 
ten  years  was  85*8,  and  that  in  the  year  1891  was  89*4. 

At  the  age  5-20  years,  the  death-rate  was  5’o  per  1,000,  which 
is  identical  with  that  of  1891,  and  in  the  ten  preceding  years  it 
was  5 '8. 

At  the  age-group  20-40  years,  the  death-rate  was  9*3  per  1,000, 
as  against  9 ’6  in  1891,  and  97  in  the  preceding  ten  years. 

From  40-60  years  the  death-rate  was  25*4  in  1892,  in  1891 
it  was  28‘6,  and  the  mean  rate  in  the  preceding  ten  years  was 
identical  with  that  of  1892. 

Amongst  old  persons,  that  is,  60  years  and  upwards,  the  death- 
rate  in  1892  was  857 — 88* i  amongst  males,  and  84*0  amongst 
females.  The  rate  amongst  both  sexes  in  1891  was  1037,  and  in 
the  preceding  ten  years  it  was  87-4  per  1,000. 

Infantile  Mortality.— Births — There  were  1,338  deaths 
of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  as  compared  with  1,399  deaths 
in  1891,  and  1,415  deaths  in  1890.  The  number  of  births  was 
7,190,  as  against  7,213  in  1891,  and  7,098  in  1890.  Thus,  the 
proportion  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  births  was 
186,  as  against  194  in  1891,  and  199  in  1890.  The  average  num¬ 
ber  of  deaths  nnder  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  births  in  the  33 
great  English  towns,  during  the  year  1892,  was  168,  and  the  rates 
varied  from  122  in  Croydon  to  216  in  Preston,  as  may  be  seen  in 
the  following  table,  prepared  from  the  Registrar  General’s  Quarterly 
Reports.

Of  the  total  7,190  births,  284  or  4*0  per  cent,  were  illegiti¬ 
mate.  This  is  a  lower  illegitimacy  rate  than  has  been  in  the 
Borough  for  many  years,  and  is  o’3  per  cent,  lower  than  the  mean 
for  the  preceding  ten  years,  1882  to  1891  (see  Table  C).  The 
only  district  which  showed  a  slightly  higher  rate,  for  the  year  1892, 
was  Pendleton,  the  rate  being  o'l  per  cent,  above  the  mean  for  the 
preceding  ten  years,  and  0*4  per  cent,  higher  than  in  the  year  1891. 


The  proportion  of  deaths  of  illegitimates  under  one  year  of 
age  per  1,000  births  was  401,  as  compared  with  342  in  1891,  367 
in  1890,  and  358  the  average  for  the  ten  years  1882  to  1891. 

The  total  district  mortality  rates  for  legitimates  and  illegiti¬ 
mates  under  one  year  of  age,  per  1,000  births,  were  :  Regent 
Road, 204;  Greengate,  193;  Pendleton,  175 ;  and  Broughton,  151. 


Old-Age  Senile  Mortality. — Of  the  total  4,955  deaths  at  all  ages,  and 

Moitahty  from  all  causes,  817,  or  i6'4  per  cent.,  were  of  persons  who  had 
reached  or  passed  beyond  the  age  of  60  years,  as  against  18-9  per 
cent,  in  the  year  1891,  and  as  against  17*5  per  cent,  in  the  year 
1890.  The  fewer  number  of  deaths,  however,  as  compared  with 
those  of  old  people  in  1891,  do  not  indicate  any  special  freedom 
from  death  by  lung  affections,  for  while  30*9  per  cent,  of  old 
people  died  in  1891  from  bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  as  many  as 
30*1  per  cent,  died  from  the  same  diseases  in  the  year  1892.  The 
number  who  died  in  1892  from  bronchitis  were  162,  and  from 
pneumonia,  74,  making  a  total  of  246,  as  against  303  in  1891,  306 
in  1890,  and  191  in  1889.

Causes  of  Deaths 


It  will  be  seen  from  this  division,  that  the  zymotic  death-rate 
was  exceptionally  high,  in  fact  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  total 
deaths  belonging  to  this  class  of  diseases.  This  condition  of  things 
was  due,  in  great  part,  to  the  large  mortality  from  measles,  which 
disease  was  epidemic  during  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of  the 
year,  the  total  number  of  deaths  being  306,  and  distributed  as 
follows  :  Regent  Road,  135  deaths;  Greengate,  60  deaths;  Pen¬ 
dleton,  80  deaths  ;  and  Broughton,  31  deaths. 

The  deaths  from  scarlet-fever,  which  in  1891  were  only  36, 
rose  again  in  1892  to  the  number  of  81.  The  notifications  of  this 
disease  were,  however,  in  each  quarter,  below  the  average  of  the 
preceding  nine  years,  and  the  disease  only  showed  signs  of  being 
epidemic  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  the  year. 

The  deaths  from  diphtheria  showed  a  decline  in  mortality,  as 
compared  with  the  preceding  year,  being  53,  as  compared  with  78 
in  the  year  1891. 

The  deaths  from  whooping-cough  showed  that  the  prevalence 
of  the  disease  in  the  Borough  had  not  been  abated,  the  numbers 
for  the  year  1891  having  been  181,  while  in  1892  they  were  194. 

The  deaths  from  diarrhcea  were  198,  as  compared  with  177 
in  1891.  'rhe  diarrhoea  mortality  was,  therefore,  at  the  rate  of  4*0 
per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,  as  compared  with  3*4  per  cent,  in  the 
year  1891.  The  number  of  deaths,  however,  in  these  two  years, 
were  considerably  below  the  numbers  in  the  two  years  1889  and 
1890,  when  the  numbers  were  respectively  343  and  269.  It  was 
not  till  quite  in  the  summer  months  that  the  temperature  of  the 
4ft.  earth  thermometer  indicated  the  temperature  of  56°  Fahr., 
and  this  temperature  was  not  long  maintained.  The  time  during 
which  this  condition  was  noticed  was  from  the  end  of  the  third 
week  in  August,  until  the  close  of  the  last  week  in  September,  and 
it  was  within  this  period  that  the  rate  of  mortality  from  diarrhoea 
was  of  a  marked  character. 

The  deaths  from  the  acute  lung  diseases,  which  are  always  a 
serious  feature  of  the  mortality  statistics  for  the  Borough,  were 
rather  fewer  than  in  the  preceding  year,  having  been  1,212,  as 
against  1,476  in  1891,  and  1,501  in  1890.  The  recurrence  of 
epidemic  influenza  in  the  first  t*vo  quarters  of  the  year,  undoubtedly 
rendered  many,  especially  aged,  persons  peculiarly  liable  to  suffer 
from  attacks  of  bronchitis  and  pneumonia,  though  the  fatality  from 
these  diseases  during  the  year  was  certainly  much  less  than  in 
either  of  the  two  preceding  years.  The  number  of  deaths,  too,  from 
epidemic  influenza  were  very  considerably  less  than  they  were  in 
the  year  1891.  As  in  the  previous  year,  the  disease  had  practically 
disappeared  by  the  end  of  the  month  of  June,  and  there  were  no 
deaths  from  it  in  either  the  third  or  the  fourth  quarters  of  the  year. 
In  1890,  the  number  of  deaths  attributed  to  influenza  was  20,  in

It  will  be  seen  from  this  table  that,  as  in  the  two  preceding 
years,  the  heaviest  amount  of  mortality  from  influenza  was  upon 
persons  in  or  past  the  period  of  middle  life. 

The  total  deaths  from  phthisis  during  the  year  were  382,  and 
from  the  total  of  acute  lung  diseases  the  deaths  were  1,212.  Thus, 
there  were  1,594  deaths  due  to  these  diseases  out  of  a  total  of 
4,955,  of  32  I  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  from  all 

causes.  This  percentage  is,  however,  an  improvement  on  that 
which  was  recorded  for  the  year  1891,  when  the  number  of  deaths 
from  phthisis,  and  other  acute  lung  diseases,  was  1,888,  and  the  per¬ 
centage  to  the  total  deaths  was  36'5.  When  a  further  analysis  is 
made  of  the  figures  for  1892,  it  is  found  that  the  heaviest  mortality 
from  phthisis  was  between  the  ages  of  20-40  years  and  40-60  years, 
the  numbers  for  these  respective  age-groups  having  been  189  and 
132,  making  a  total  of  321  deaths,  or  84'o  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
number.  On  the  other  hand,  the  bulk  of  the  deaths  from  the  acute 
lung  diseases,  as  bronchitis,  pneumonia,  and  pleurisy,  was  below 
the  age  of  one  year,  and  between  the  ages  of  1-5  years,  40-60  years, 
and  60  years  and  over,  the  numbers  for  these  respective  age-groups 
having  been  257,  227,  302,  and  258,  making  a  total  of  1,044,  or 
86-1  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  :  the  deaths  under  five  years 
of  age  were  484,  or  40*0  per  cent,  of  the  total,  and  those  over  40 
years  of  age  were  560,  or  46*1  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  phthisis 
mortality  rate  was  I’p  per  1,000  of  population,  as  against  2-2  per 
1,000  in  1891,  and  as  against  2-2  per  1,000  the  mean  for  the  quin¬ 
quennial  period  1886-90.

In  connection  with  this  subject,  I  have  special  pleasure  in 
reporting  that  the  Health  Committee  have  recognised  that  there 
is  a  measure  of  infection  in  respect  of  phthisis,  and  have  taken 
preliminary  action  in  regard  thereto. 

Phthisis,  or  consumption,  has  certainly  been  shown  to  be 
spread  by  infection  from  person  to  person,  and  to  be  conveyed  by 
the  milk  of  tuberculous  cows.  The  subject  has  formed  a  matter  of 
considerable  discussion  among  the  medical  officers  of  health  of  this 
and  other  districts,  and  it  will  receive  special  attention  during  the 
present  year.  Quite  apart  from  any  special  action  which  the  Cor¬ 
poration  has  now  commenced  in  the  direction  of  the  prevention  of 
phthisis,  it  has,  indirectly,  for  years,  been  operating  against  con¬ 
ditions  which  ordinarily  favour  the  maintenance  of  the  disease.  It 
has  attacked  insanitary  areas,  it  has  opened  out  cul-de-sacs  and 
increased  the  number  of  its  open  spaces,  with  a  result  that  a  very 
small  reduction  in  mortality  has  taken  place  since  i88i,  as  may  be 
seen  in  Table  E. 


Small  as  the  reduction  has  been,  it  is  of  an  encouraging 
nature,  and  such  as  to  warrant  more  special  efforts  being  made  in 
the  control  of  individual  means  for  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

Hence,  the  Corporation  have  adopted  the  memorandum  of 
die  North-Western  Branch  of  the  Society  of  Medical  Officers  of 
Health,  as  to  the  prevention  of  phthisis  or  consumption  (Appendix 
I.)  Copies  of  this  memorandum  have  been  sent  to  every  medical 
practitioner  in  the  Borough,  and  also  to  the  Manchester  Hospital  for 
Consumption,  with  a  request  that  patients  residing  in  Salford  may 
be  presented  with  a  copy  of  the  mem.orandum.  The  hospital  is  also 
supplied  with  special  forms,  by  which  requests  for  the  disinfection  of 
the  homes  of  phthisical  patients  made  be  made  (Appendix  II.),  and 
it  has  been  resolved  by  the  Health  Committee  “  that  any  house 
within  the  Borough  will  be  disinfected  by  the  Health  Department 
free  of  cost,  on  the  recommendation  of  any  qualified  medical 
practitioner  or  medical  officer  of  health. 

Of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  126  were  reported  to  have 
died  of  convulsions,  19  between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years,  and 
3  over  five  years  of  age,  making  a  total  of  148  deaths  from  this 
cause,  as  against  a  total  of  153  deaths  in  1891,  and  143  in  the 
year  1890.

Uncertified  Deaths. — Of  the  4,955  deaths  which  occurred 
in  the  year  1892  at  all  ages,  and  from  all  causes,  4,543  were  certi¬ 
fied  by  registered  medical  practitioners,  263  were  certified  by  the 
coroner,  and  149  deaths  were  uncertified  by  either  medical  practi¬ 
tioners  or  the  coroner.  The  uncertified  deaths  were  less  by  30 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  and  less  by  38  than  the  average  for  the 
preceding  ten  years.  The  proportion  per  cent,  of  non-certified 
deaths  to  the  total  deaths  was  3’o  per  cent.,  against  33  per  cent, 
in  1891,  and  4’o  the  average  percentage  of  the  previous  ten 
years.  In  my  last  report,  I  alluded  to  the  fact  that  the  large 
number  of  uncertified  deaths  arises  chiefly  from  social  causes,  and 
probably  from  the  want  of  sufficiently  early  medical  attendance. 
'Fhe  proportionate  percentage,  however,  of  1892,  as  will  be  seen 
above,  compares  favourably  with  the  year  1891,  and  with  the 
average  of  the  ten  years  preceding,  and  I  trust  that  the  improve¬ 
ment  here  noticed  may  be  experienced  in  the  future.

THEIR  SPREAD. 


Notification  of  Infectious  Diseases. — The  total  number 
of  infectious  diseases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notifi¬ 
cation  Act,  during  the  year,  was  1,572,  as  against  1,164  in  1891, 
and  2,177  1890. 

The  highest  weekly  incidences,  and  the  lowest,  were  as  follow

As  the  notification,  however,  of  membranous  croup,  and  of 
erysipelas,  only  came  into  operation  in  the  second  quarter  of  the 
year  1890,  it  is  necessary  to  exclude  these  two  diseases  in  making 
a  comparison  as  to  the  true  weekly  incidence  of  fresh  cases  in  1892, 
as  against  such  incidence  in  former  years,  when  notification  was  in 
force  under  a  local  Act.  Excluding  these  two  diseases,  the  total 
number  of  notified  cases  is  reduced  to  1,459,  as  against  i,ioi  in 
1891,  and  2,068  in  1890. 

ddie  following  three  tables  show,  firstly,  the  total  numbers  of 
cases  notified  in  each  week  of  the  year;  secondly,  the  total  numbers 
of  cases  of  notifiable  diseases,  exclusive  of  membraiwus  n'oup  and 
erysipelas^  during  each  year  since  notification  came  into  force 
within  the  Borough,  together  with  the  yearly  rates  per  1,000  of 
}jopulation  ;  and  thirdly,  the  mean  weekly  incidence  of  these  par¬ 
ticular  zy7notic  diseases.

The  principal  cause  of  increase  in  the  number  of  cases,  as 
against  the  year  1891,  was  due  to  the  greater  prevalence  of  scarlet- 
fever.  Indeed,  the  difference  in  the  numbers  of  cases  of  this  disease, 
for  the  two  years,  nearly  equalled  the  actual  total  difference  from 
all  the  diseases.

Kji  the  1,572  notified  cases  01  infectious  sickness,  713,  or  45*35 
per  cent.,  were  isolated  by  the  Corporation  during  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1892,  as  against  533,  or  45*7  per  cent.,  in  the  year 
1891,  and  as  against  850,  or  39*0  per  cent.,  in  the  year  1890.  It 
will  also  be  seen  in  the  following  table  that  the  number  of  cases 
sent  to  hospital,  under  mistaken  diagnosis,  was  slightly  less  than 
in  the  year  1891,  when  40  such  cases  were  admitted,  or  7*5  per 
cent,  of  the  total  admissions  into  hospital.

There  were  thus  180  more  cases  isolated  at  the  expense  of  the 
Corporation  than  in  the  year  1891,  but  137  fewer  than  in  the  year 
1890.  The  increased  amount  of  isolation  was  required  chiefly  for 
scarlet-fever  cases,  and  the  percentage  of  total  isolations  remains 
about  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  At  the  same  time,  now  that 
the  Ladywell  Sanatorium  is  in  full  use,  and  the  old  Wilton  Hospital 
has  been  discarded,  it  is  quite  likely  that  the  percentage  of  isola¬ 
tions  will  eventually  be  increased. 


Disinfection  of  Disinfectioii  of  Premises.^ — There  were  1,386  houses  dis- 
Premises  infected  and  cleansed  by  the  Health  Department  during  the  year 
1892,  on  account  of  infectious  diseases  having  occurred  in  them, 
according  to  the  rules  now  in  force  within  the  Borough. 

The  following  table  shows  the  distribution  of  the  houses  thus 
dealt  with.

The  total  number  of  houses  disinfected  by  the  servants  of  ihe 
Corporation,  free  of  charge,  was  341  more  than  in  the  year  1891, 
and  was,  there  is  every  reason  for  believing,  web  and  efficiently 
done.  When  not  employed  in  the  work  of  disinfection,  the  disin¬ 
fectors  act  as  supplementary  nuisance  inspectors. 

Amount  of  Disinfection  of  Bedding  and  Clothing  by  Disinfection  cjf 
the  Corporation. — There  were  694  parcels  of  infected  bedding  ^ 
and  clothing  disinfected  by  means  of  high-pressuio  steam  during 
the  year, — part  being  disinfected  at  the  old  sanitary  station  attached 
to  the  Wilton  Hospital,  and  the  remainder  at  the  new  station 
attached  to  the  Ladywell  Sanatorium,  which  was  occupied  in  the 
month  of  August.  I'he  number  of  parcels  was  in  excess  of  the 
number  in  1891,  which  was  568,  but  less  than  in  1890  and  1889, 
when  the  number  of  parcels  was  respectively  1,249  1,324. 

The  distribution  of  parcels  in  1892  was  as  follows  : — Regent 
Road,  376;  Greengate,  112;  Pendleton,  169;  Broughton,  177; 

There  were,  besides,  18  lots  of  bedding  destroyed,  these  being 
distributed  as  follows  : — Regent  Road,  9 ;  Greengate,  5 ;  Pendleton, 

2  ;  Broughton,  2. 

Preventive  Measures  in  Public  Elementary  Schools. — 

There  was  no  closure  ordered  of  any  of  the  schools  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1892  ;  but  two  schools — St.  Andrew’s,  and  Ascen¬ 
sion  [Schools,  Broughton — were  specially  disinfected  as  a  precau¬ 
tionary  measure.  This  is  a  practice  which  might  be  usefully  followed 
throughout  the  Borough  during  holiday  time,  whatever  may  be  the 
circumstances  of  disease  prevalence  at  any  such  time. 

Prevalence  and  Distribution  of  Zymotic  Diseases. —

diphtheria,  and  enteric-fever,  as  shewn  in  the  accompanying  maps. 
The  smaller  table  is  similar  to  that  which  I  drew  up  for  my  former 
annual  reports,  and  is,  therefore,  more  particularly  comparable  with 
the  facts  of  past  years.  The  larger  table  is  a  new  one  devised  by 
the  Local  Government  Board,  and  required  to  be  officially  filled 
up.  In  addition  to  showing  the  incidence  of  disease  from  the 
several  zymotic  diseases,  at  ages  under  and  over  five  years,  it  also 
shows  the  amount  of  isolation  of  cases  in  hospital  in  the  same  age- 
groups.  This  is  a  very  useful  table,  and  shows  readily  which 
diseases,  more  than  others,  are  more  readily  removed  to  hospital. 

But,  in  spite  of  the  notification  tables,  it  cannot  be  accurately 
shown  what  has  been  the  complete  amount  of  zymotic  disease 
prevalence  throughout  the  year.  Neither  measles  nor  whooping- 
cough  are  notifiable  diseases,  and  yet,  to  both  of  these,  mortalities 
of  very  considerable  amount  are  due.  In  my  last  annual  report,  I 
referred  to  similar  serious  mortalities,  and  purpose  now  showing, 
in  tabular  form,  the  facts  as  to  the  ages  and  periods  at  which  the 
mortalities  for  1892  occurred,  and  the  localities  where  apparently 
the  diseases  were  most  prevalent.

Thus  it  may  be  seen  that  only  16  deaths  from  measles  were 
of  children  over  five  years  of  age  ;  the  period  of  greatest  prevalence 
of  the  disease  was  apparently  in  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of 
the  year ;  and  the  localities  principally  affected  were  the  Regent 
Road  and  Pendleton  districts.  Now,  if  the  deaths  be  taken  to 
represent  five  per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  cases,  which  is  about 
the  average  mortality,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  prevalence  of  this 
disease  amounted  to  something  like  a  total  of  over  6,000  cases.  The 
question  of  notification  of  measles  has  since  then  been  before  the 
Health  Committee,  and  a  resolution  in  favour  of  notification  of

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this  disease  was  carried,  but  no  further  step  in  that  direction  has 
yet  been  taken.  Measles  is  essentially  a  disease  which  requires 
care  in  nursing,  in  keeping  the  patient  warm  indoors,  and  in  pre¬ 
cautionary  measures  against  cold  in  the  convalescing  stage.  These 
are  details  not  so  easy  of  accomplishment  in  the  small  dwellings  of 
the  poor  ;  but  it  is  evident  that  a  strong  effort  must  be  made  to 
secure  this  greater  care  of  patients,  and  to  educate  parents  as  to 
the  special  need  there  is  for  greater  personal  efforts  to  prevent,  in 
the  future,  such  a  serious  mortality  from  measles,  as  over  300  in 
one  year. 

Almost  the  same  may  be  said  of  whooping-cough,  the  total 
deaths  of  which  amounted  to  194,  and  of  which  only  seven  deaths 
were  of  children  over  five  years  of  age.  In  1891,  the  total  deaths 
were  180,  of  which  eight  w’ere  of  children  over  five  years  of  age. 

SmalTpox,  wTich  had,  for  some  months  before,  been  epidemic  Smail-pox 
in  the  neighbouring  City  of  Manchester,  and  in  other  towns  within 
easy  distance  of  Salford,  began  to  appear  within  the  Borough.  It 
had  scarcely  began,  however,  to  show  signs  of  epidemicity  by  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  as  a  s])ecial  report  on  the  whole  subject  is 
now  in  course  of  preparation,  I  do  not  propose  dealing  with  it 
further  in  this  report.

Scarlet-Fever.— There  were  865  cases  of  this  disease  noti¬ 


fied  during  the  year,  as  against  482  in  the  year  1891,  985  cases  in 
1890,  1,283  cases  in  1889,  1,128  cases  in  1888,  and  1,427  cases  in 
1887.  Though,  therefore,  there  was  an  increase  in  the  prevalence 
of  this  disease  during  1892,  over  that  for  the  year  immediately 
])receding  it.  that  increase  did  not  reach  the  same  serious  propor¬ 
tions  which  had  obtained  in  former  years.  I  believe  that  the  stric  t 
regulations  which  have  now  been  in  force  in  the  Borough  for  more 
than  three  years,  in  respect  of  disinfection  and  isolation  of  the 
sick,  may  be  credited  with  some  portion  of  this  diminution  in  the 
amount  of  the  disease.  At  any  rate,  the  apparent  result  of  those 
regulations  is  such  as  to  very  greatly  encourage  their  rigid  enforce¬ 
ment  in  the  future.  Of  course,  scarlet-fever  is  a  disease  which 
cannot  be  eradicated  from  a  Borough  containing  so  large  a  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  artizan  classes- as-  -Salford  does -but,  -at  -the  same-time, 
there  is  good  reason  for  believing  that  its  number  of  scarlet-fever 
cases  has,  for  long,  been  greater  than  it  might  have  been,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that,  in  the  course  of  the  next  ten  years,  a  decided 
diminution  in  the  average  annual  prevalence  of  the  disease  may  be 
plainly  shown.  The  greatest  number  of  cases  during  1892  was  in 
the  Regent  Road  district,  but  it  was  also  specially  prevalent  in  the 
Pendleton  and  Broughton  areas.  The  period  of  greatest  prevalence 
was  during  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  year,  the  numbers 
having  been,  for  the  four  quarters  respectively,  137,  135,  274,  and 
319.  Of  the  total  865  cases,  284,  or  32*8  per  cent.,  were  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  as  against  30*0  per  cent,  in  1891, 
and  as  against  40*2  per  cent,  in  the  year  1890.

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during  the  past  year,  but  rather  a  very  slight  continuance  in  its  Diphtheria 
decrease  from  the  year  1891.  Nevertheless,  the  amount  of  the 
disease  has  not  yet  come  within  the  limits  of  the  period  preceding 
the  great  epidemic  of  it  in  the  years  1887  to  1890.  I  have,  how¬ 
ever,  repeatedly  said  that  a  sudden  falling  off  in  the  prevalence  of 
this  disease,  which,  when  once  established  in  a  district,  is  so 
difficult  to  eradicate,  cannot  be  looked  for.  The  epidemic  found 
conditions  in  Salford  very  favourable  to  the  spread  of  the  disease, 
and  for  the  subsequent  maintenance  of  it  within  the  district.  Much 
is  being  done  to  remove  these  conditions,  and  there  is,  therefore, 
much  to  encourage  one  to  believe  that  the  disease  may  eventually 
be  again  reduced  to  a  low  level  in  the  statistics  of  the  Borough. 

The  number  of  notifications  show  that  the  disease  was  very  evenly 
maintained  throughout  the  year,  the  numbers  for  the  four  quarters 
having  been  respectively,  50,  48,  54,  and  52.  Of  the  whole 
number  of  cases,  62,  or  3o‘4  per  cent.,  were  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age,  as  against  34*2  per  cent,  in  1891. 

If,  however,  the  deaths  from  membranous  croup  be  now  added 
to  the  deaths  from  diphtheria,  the  total  number  of  cases  for  the 
year  w^ould  be  231,  instead  of  204.  As  20  out  of  the  27  cases 
notified  of  membranous  croup  were  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age,  the  proportion  per  cent,  of  the  total  cases  of  children  under 
five  years  of  age,  suffering  from  membranous  croup  and  diphtheria, 
to  the  total  cases  of  both  these  diseases,  would  be  35'5,  as  against 
30*4  for  diphtheria  only. 

It  is  not  possible,  as  yet,  to  make  comparisons  on  this  later 
basis,  as  membranous  croup  has  only  recently  become  a  notifiable 
disease,  and  there  are  no  accurate  means  of  saying  how  many  cases 
have  been  attributed  in  }.»ast  years  to  simple  croup,  which  would 
now  be  called  membranous  croup.  From  year  to  year,  however,  I 
purpose  making  this  further  comparison  for  future  uses.

Enteric-Fever. — There  were  347  cases  of  this  disease  noti¬ 
fied  during  the  year,  which  is  a  reduction  on  the  number  of  cases 
during  the  past  five  years,  the  numbers  having  l)een  for  1891,  378 
cases,  for  1890,  383  cases,  for  1889,  485  cases,  for  1888,  572  cases, 
and  for  1887,  368  cases.

for  some  years  to  come,  need  to  be  made  to  still  further  reduce 
the  average  annual  prevalence  from  this  disease.  The  work  of 
special  flushing  and  cleansing  of  sewers,  which  is  now  about  to  be 
put  in  force  in  the  Borough,  is  undoubtedly  a  measure  of  first 
importance,  so,  too,  is  the  determination  to  gradually  but  com¬ 
pletely  effect  the  abolition  of  the  privy  and  ashpit  system,  and 
substitute  for  it  the  water  carriage  system.  And  it  may  certainly 
be  found  necessary  to  re-lay  portions  of,  and  enlarge  others  of  the 
sewerage  system  of  the  Borough,  to  meet  the  requirements  of  so 
desirable  a  change,  and  render  it  still  more  effective.  The  chief 
prevalence  of  the  disease  was,  as  in  former  years,  in  the  Regent 
Road  district,  and  this  district  will  greatly  need  continued  attention 
for  the  discovery  of  drainage  defects,  and  the  prevention  of 
deposits  within  its  sewers.  Much  has  been  done  during  the  past 
year,  but  much  will  continue  to  require  to  be  done  for  a  good 
many  years  to  come.  The  greatest  amount  of  prevalence  was,  as 
is  usual  with  this  disease,  during  the  third  and  fourth  quarters  of 
the  year.

Typhus-Fever. — There  were  five  cases  of  this  disease  notified 
during  theyear,asagainst  only  one  in  1891,  six  in  1890,  three  in  1889, 
31  in  1888,  and  seven  in  1887.  Three  of  the  cases  occurred  in 
one  house,  in  one  of  the  areas  condemned  under  the  Housing  of 
the  Working  Classes  x\ct,  and  since  acquired  by  the  Corporation 
for  the  purpose  of  demolition  ;  another  was  the  case  of  a  tramp, 
and  was  removed  from  a  common  lodging-house  in  the  Greengate 
district,  and  one  was  unfortunately  a  case  of  a  nurse  at  the  hospital, 
who  was  in  attendance  on  some  of  the  typhus  cases.  There  was 
no  spread  of  the  disease  from  any  one  house  to  another,  every 
precaution  having  been  taken  to  secure  complete  disinfection  of 
dwellings  and  clothing. 


Puerperal-Fever. — There  were  26  cases  of  puerperal-fever 
during  the  year,  as  against  32  cases  in  the  year  1891,  and  as 
against  22  cases  in  1890,  Enquiries  were  made  in  every  case  as 
usual,  with  the  object  of  discovering  whether  there  had  been  any 
connection  through  the  midwife  with  any  previous  case.  In  no 
case,  however,  was  any  such  connection  discoverable,  and  no 
restrictions  had  to  be  placed  upon  the  practice  of  any  of  the 
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attendant  midwives.  Disinfection,  as  required,  was  carefully 
carried  out. 

Erj’sipelas 

Erysipelas. — There  were  86  cases  of  this  disease  notified 
during  the  year,  as  against  53  in  the  year  1891,  and  76  in  the  year 
1890.  None  of  the  cases  call  for  any  special  remark.  They  were 
distributed  throughout  the  Borough  as  follows  : — Regent  Road,  31 
cases;  Greengate,  17  cases;  Pendleton,  29  cases;  and  Broughton, 

9  cases.

Work  of  the  Health  Department. 


Stalf  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  under  the  Health 
Department. — The  inspecting  staff  has  been  slightly  increased, 
as  I  foreshadvowed  might  be  necessary,  in  order  that  the  additional 
work  imposed  by  the  Factory  and  Workshops  Act  of  1891  might 
be  properly  performed.  A  separate  inspector  is  now  employed  in 
carrying  out  the  sanitary  work  in  connection  with  workshops,  which 
has  been  transferred  from  the  factory  inspector  to  the  local  sanitary 
authority.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  staff  consisted  of  a  chief 
inspector  of  nuisances,  one  assistant  inspector,  one  inspector  to 
superintend  the  testing  of  newly  laid  drains,  one  common  lodging- 
house  and  food  and  drugs  inspector,  one  canal  boats  and  food  and 
drugs  inspector,  one  smoke  inspector,  one  workshops  inspector, 
and  five  district  sanitary  inspectors.  I  am  glad  to  record  that  the 
important  duties  of  the  smoke  inspector  are  now  not  interfered  with 
by  additional  duties  uuder  the  food  and  drugs  acts,  but  that  these 
duties  which  he  has,  for  some  years,  been  performing,  are  now 
transferred  to  the  inspector  of  common  lodging-houses.  Of  the 
sanitary  inspectors,  three  only  have  not  yet  passed  the  examination 
for  inspectors,  conducted  by  the  Sanitary  Institute  of  Great  Britain, 
which  is,  I  consider,  a  very  fair  result  of  the  encouragement  given 
by  the  Health  Committee  in  increasing  the  wages  of  the  successful 
inspectors. 

Systematic  Inspection. — The  systematic  inspection  of  the  ijspectioii 
Borough  has  been  conducted  on  the  same  lines  as  heretofore,  but 
a  very  considerable  additional  inspection  of  the  poorer  districts  was 
conducted  by  a  series  of  Sub-Committees  of  the  Health  Committee 
during  the  later  summer  months,  when  an  invasion  of  the  country 
by  cholera  was  threatened.  32,130  inspections  of  premises  have 
been  made,  against  26,875  previous  year,  and  21,601  re¬ 

inspections,  against  17,983  in  1891.  It  will  be  noticed  that  there 
has  been  a  great  increase  in  the  inspection  of  common  lodging- 
houses  and  houses  sub-let  in  lodgings  :  In  the  year  under  report, 
these  inspections  numbered  10,692,  against  3,901  in  1891,  this  is 
due,  to  a  considerable  extent,  to  the  common  lodging-houses 
having  been  inspected  almost  daily,  in  order  to  control,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  spread  of  small-pox.  There  were  1,284  inpections  of 
slaughter-houses,  563  of  dairies  and  milkshops,  609  of  shippons, 

420  of  tips,  372  of  bakehouses,  and  1,710  miscellaneous  inspections. 
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Nuisances  Abatement  of  Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health 

Act. — The  table  “Particulars  of  Work  Done”  given  at  the  end 
of  this  section,  shews  the  number  of  the  various  nuisances  abated 
during  the  year  1892,  for  instance,  2,607  house  drains  have  been 
repaired  or  re-constructed,  451  drains  have  been  trapped,  63  slop- 
stone  pipes  disconnected  from  the  drains,  68  dowmspouts  discon¬ 
nected  from  drains,  927  privies  have  been  repaired  or  drained,  740 
new  water-closets  provided,  66  soil  pipes  have  been  ventilated,  129 
dwelling-houses  have  been  limewashed,  etc. 

1,296  smoke  observations  have  been  made. 

The  new  drainage  notices,  which  are  now  in  use  m  the  depart¬ 
ment,  have  been  the  means  of  causing  an  earlier  abatement  of  the 
nuisances  arising  from  defective  passage,  yard,  and  cellar  drains 
than  was  formerly  the  case.  In  a  large  number  of  cases,  these 
notices  have  been  referred  to  the  Borough  Engineer  to  execute  the 
necessary  w^ork,  when  the  owners  have  failed  to  comply  with  them. 

93  animals  have  been  removed  from  improper  })laces,  and 
1,474  houses  have  been  repaired  after  notice  served  upon  the 
owners. 

The  particulars  as  to  other  matters  may  be  seen  on  reference 
to  the  before-mentioned  table.

Ninety-five  notices  have  been  issued  to  limewash  the  walls, 
and  34.  requiring  signs  to  be  placed  over  the  doors  of  milkshops. 

'i'hese  premises  have  been  fairly  well  kept  in  a  cleanly  con¬ 
dition,  and  have  been  regularly  inspected. 

Only  two  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  in  these  houses, 
one  of  diphtheria  was  nursed  at  home,  and  the  business  was 
suspended,  until  the  premises  were  free  from  infection,  and  one 
case  of  scarlet  fever  went  to  the  hospital,  and  the  business  con¬ 
tinued  after  the  premises  had  been  disinfected.

During  the  year  19  bakehouses  have  been  registered,  and 
nine  have  been  discontinued.  The  17  notices  issued,  with  two 
exceptions,  were  for  the  cleansing  and  lime-washing  of  the  walls, 
the  two  exceptions  being  for  the  remedying  of  defective  drainage. 

The  bakehouses,  on  the  whole,  have  been  kept  in  a  cleanly 
state.

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  has  been  a  decrease 
of  four  in  the  number  of  these  trades.  These  businesses  have 
been  carried  on,  in  general,  with  care,  and,  although  complaints 
were  received  during  the  year,  about  four  of  them,  namely,  one 
rubber  works,  one  oil  works,  a  soap  works,  and  one  rop-cleaning 
place,  the  proprietors  were  willing  to  adopt  any  required  measures 
for  the  abatement  of  the  nuisances,  and  in  the  four  cases  mentioned 
the  alterations  proposed  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or 
Inspector  of  Nuisances  proved  effectual. 

Supervision  of  Common  Lodging-houses.— At  the  end  of  Lodging'-houses 
the  year,  there  were  45  common  lodging-houses  on  the  register,  as 
compared  with  46  in  the  previous  year.  These  45  hoitses  contain 
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241  rooms,  and  provide  accommodation  for  1,369  persons,  as  against 
the  accommodation  for  1,362  persons  in  1891.  Since  the  appoint- 
rnent  of  Inspector  Crossley,  as  lodging-house  inspector,  the  con¬ 
dition  of  these  houses  has  very  much  improved.  In  consequence 
of  the  occurrence  of  small-pox,  these  houses  have  received  almost 
-daily  attention  since  the  beginning  of  September,  and,  in  con¬ 
sequence,  all  cases  of  sickness  have  been  promptly  noted,  the  early 
attendance  of  a  medical  man  urged,  and,  if  found  to  be  infectious 
disease,  the  cases  have  been  promptly  removed  to  hospital,  the 
premises  disinfected  thoroughly,  and”  the  spread  oF  the  disease 
arrested. 

During  the  year  1892,  five  cases  of  infectious  disease  have 
been  discovered  in  these  houses,  namely,  in  Regent  Road  district, 
one  cases  of  small-pox,  and  in  the  Greengate  district,  one  case  of 
small  pox,  one  of  typhus,  one  of  enteric  fever,  and  one  of  erysipelas. 
124  notices  have  been  served  with  regard  to  these  houses,  31  on 
landlords,  and  93  on  tenants.  The  notices  on  landlords  were  for 
requisite  repairs  to  the  premises,  and  those  upon  the  tenants 
principally,  required  the  limewashing  and  cleansing  of  floors,  &c., 
and  the  provision  of  new  bedding.

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Registration  of  Small  Dwelling-Houses  under  Sec.  90  Loc^Tct* 
of  the  Salford  Tramways  and  Improvement  Act,  1875. — 

Sixty-two  houses  still  remain  of  the  original  73  houses  registered 
under  the  above  Act.  There  have  been  348  inspections  of  these 
houses  in  the  day-time,  and  103  in  the  night-time.  There  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  a  marked  improvement  in  these  houses,  the  owners 
and  tenants  both  contributing  to  this  state  of  things. 

Canal  Boats  Acts. — The  Canal  Boats  Inspector  reports  Canal  Boats 
that,  during  the  year,  there  have  been  1,326  inspections  of  canal 
boats,  against  1,233  in  1891.  The  1.326  boats  inspected  contained 
2,250  men,  434  women,  and  250  children,  making  a  total  of  2,934 
persons.  The  average  occupancy  per  boat  was  2 ‘2  persons.  The 
number  of  children  of  school  age  founl  upon  the  boats,  was  seven, 
and  the  School  Board  were  communicated  with  in  each  case. 

Two  cases  of  overcrowding  were  noticed  on  the  boats  in  one 
case,  the  captain  was  cautioned,  and  in  the  other  (a  Corporation 
boat)  the  captain  w^as  discharged. 

No  case  of  infectious  disease  w^as  found  on  the  boats.

41  notices  have  been  issued  to  owners  of  boats  as  to  the 
above  defects,  and  all  were  found  to  have  been  complied  with. 

Special  attention  has  been  paid  by  the  inspector  to  the  boat 
traffic  during  the  last  four  months  of  the  year,  in  consequence  of 
the  prevalence  of  small-pox  in  the  neighbouring  towns,  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  there  w'ere  any  cases  of  sickness  on  board.  He 
has  endeavoured  to  impress  upon  the  captains  of  the  boats  the 
necessity  of  cleanliness  in  their  cabins,  &c.  ;  and  he  has  also 
cautioned  the  captains  against  the  practice  of  allowing  tramps  to 
ride  on  the  boats.  I  have  found  that  the  owners  of  the  boats  have 
been  willing  to  render  every  assistance  in  these  matters.  Where 
cabins  have  been  found  to  be  in  a  dirty  condition,  they  have  been 
cleansed  either  on  the  same  day  or  on  the  day  following  complaint. 

Proceedings  under  the  Adulteration  Acts. — During  the  Adulterations 
year,  853  samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  the  Borough,  Mr.  J.  Carter  Bell,  F.I.C.,  as  against  901 
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in  1891,  and  870  in  the  year  1890.  Of  the  853  samples,  63,  or 
7*4  per  cent,  were  adulterated,  as  against  6*i  in  1891,  and  5'i  in 
1890.

Thirty-five  samples  of  milk  were  sent  for  analysis  from  the  Adulterations 
Workhouse  and  hospitals  of  the  Borough,  and  24  samples  were 
sent  by  tradesmen  for  analysis,  together  with  the  usual  fee. 

Twenty-three  written  cautions  were  sent,  and  in  ten  cases 
where  slight  adulteration  was  traced  verbal  cautions  were  given. 

In  the  case  of  margarine,  1 1  small  shop-keepers  were  cautioned 
by  the  Inspector  for  not  having  the  margarine  labelled  according 
to  the  Act. 

Smoke  Nuisance. — The  Smoke  Inspector  reports  that  Smoke  from 
during  the  year  1892  he  has  recorded  1,287  observations  against  Simneys 
1,485  in  1891. 

There  were  16  summonses  issued  :  one  for  using  furnaces  not 
constructed  to  consume  their  own  smoke,  in  respect  of  which  a 
fine  of  was  imposed,  and  15  for  negligently  using  furnaces 
constructed  to  consume  their  own  smoke,  in  which  fines  amounting 
in  the  aggregate  to  £,22  were  inflicted. 

There  are  529  properly  constructed  furnaces  in  the  Borough, 
as  against  520  in  1891,  this  being  due  to  firms  increasing  their 
boiler  j^ower  by  putting  in  additional  steam  boilers,  the  furnaces 
of  which  have  been  provided  with  smoke-consuming  appliances.

Ninety-nine  stokers  were  personally  cautioned  during  the 
year  for  negligently  using  furnaces,  and  two  occupiers  of  bake¬ 
houses  have  been  served  with  notices  under  the  Public  Health 
Act  as  to  the  smoke  nuisance. 


The  practice  of  paying  a- premium  to  their  firemen  for  careful 
and  efficient  stoking,  adopted  by  some  of  the  large  firms,  con¬ 
tinues  to  give  satisfactory  results,  as  only  two  firemen,  both 
employed  by  one  firm,  have  been  reported  and  fined  during  the 
year.

Prevalence  of  Epizootic  Diseases.— Inspector  Fordham,  Diseases  of 
M.K.C.V.S.,  reports  that  during  the  year  1892  no  case  of  foot  and 
mouth  disease  or  pleuro-pneumonia  occurred  in  the  Borough  of 
Salfoid.  No  case  of  swine  fever  occurred  during  the  year.  A 
case  of  glanders  broke  out  on  the  31st  December,  1892,  on  the 
premises  occupied  by  John  Alder,  West  Fleet  Street,  Salford. 

The  affected  animal  was  at  once  slaughtered  and  destro}  ed  in  the 
furnace.  The  premises  were  immediately  disinfected,  d'here 
w’ere  14  other  horses  on  the  premises,  but  the  disease  did  not 
spread  further. 

Mr.  Fordham  has  made  post  morte^n  examinations  of  two 
dogs,  which  were  captured  by  the  police,  but  in  neither  case  did 
he  find  any  evidence  of  rabies. 


Unwholesome  Meat.— Over  19  tons  of  meat  unfit  for  Meat  unfit  for 
human  food  were  seized  during  the  year,  all  of  which  w^as  destroyed 
in  the  furnace  at  the  Salford  Manure  Depot.  The  following  table

Special  Sanitary  Matters. 


Insanitary  Dwellings  of  the  Working  Classes.— (i.) 

The  Closure  of  Cellar  and  oiher  Divellings.  —In  my  last  annual  i  ^ 
report  I  announced  that  the  number  of  cellar  dwellings  had,  since 
my  appointment,  been  quietly  but  steadily  reduced,  without 
creating  serious  inconvenience  to  tenants,  from  279  to  147.  I 
have  now  to  report  a  further  reduction  of  45  in  the  number  of 
such  dwellings  for  the  year  1892,  thus  making  the  total  number 
of  such  dwellings  102,  as  against  279  in  the  year  1889  The  dis¬ 
tribution  of  the  closed  cellars  was  Regent  Road,  4 ;  Greengate, 

23;  and  Pendleton,  18.  In  addition  to  these,  one  house  in 
Greengate  district,  and  three  in  Pendleton,  were  closed  during  the 
year,  making  a  total  of  four  houses. 

(2.)  Progress  of  Scheme  071  Offcial  Representations  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  dated  i8go. — The  progress  in  this 
matter  was  as  considerable  as  the  Health  Committee  could  make 
it.  In  the  absence  of  an  official  arbitrator,  certain  properties  in 
blocks  6  and  7  of  the  scheme  could  not  be  settled ;  but  the  greater 
part  of  the  year  was  occupied  by  the  Committee  in  coming  to 
terms  for  the  remaining’ properties  comprised  in  the  -afore-named 
two  blocks.  The  great  delay  in  this  scheme  has,  as  I  reported 
last  year,  not  been  caused  by  any  action  of  the  Corporation,  and, 
when  it  is  remembered  that  the  provisional  order  for  this  scheme 
received  the  Royal  Assent  on  August  5th,  1891,  it  does  seem 
peculiar  that  the  Corporation  has  had  to  wait  so  long  before  an 
official  arbitrator  could ’be  sent  down  by  the  Local  -Government 
Board  to  adjudicate.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  Arbitrator  did  not 
sit  until  May  ist,  1893.  In  the  meantime,  the  Corporation 
ordered  plans  for  artisans’  dwellings  to  be  sent  in,  and  I  anticipate 
having  a  good  deal  of  important  progress  in  the  whole  matter  to 
review  in  my  next  annual  report. 

Demolition  of  Dwellings  by  Railway  Extension.— 

During  the  year  a  good  many  dwellings  and  some  other  premises  Railway’ 
have  been  demolished,  and  other  dwellings  erected  to  take  their 
place.  In  Oldfield  Road,  a  contractor’s  office  and  some  stables 
were  removed,  and  on  the  site  has  been  erected  a  block  of 
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artisans’  dwellings  containing  6o  tenements,  of  which  eight  con¬ 
sist  of  two  rooms,  and  52  of  three  rooms.  Then  the  Church 
School  of  Sacred  Trinity,  and  five  dwelling-houses  in  Legendre 
Street,  were  pulled  down  also  for  railway  extension,  and  16  dwell¬ 
ings  in  Cook  Street.  These  have  been  replaced  by  12  tenements, 
of  three  rooms  each,  in  Springfield  Lane,  and  nine  tenements,  of 
three  rooms  each,  in  Cross  Street,  Greengate.  Thus,  21  dwellings 
have  disappeared,  the  sanitary  condition  of  which  was  poor,  and 
there  have  been  erected  in  their  stead  as  many  as'81  tenements  on 
the  flat  system.  These  buildings  have  all  been  erected  by  the 
Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Railway  Company,  and  are  an  un¬ 
doubted  improvement  in  the  localities  where  they  are  situated, 
even  though  they  might  be  improved  on  in  some  matters  of  detail. 

Hospital  Accommodation. — The  Ladywell  Sanatorium 
was  opened  by  the  Right  Worshipful  the  Mayor  of  Salford  on 
June  15th,  1892.  The  foundation  stone  of  this  fine  hospital,  for 
the  isolation  of  infectious  diseases,  was  laid  on  May  22nd,  1890, 
by  Mr.  Alderman  A.  L.  Dickins,  the  chairman  of  the  General 
Health  Committee,  so  that  the  work  ol  building  occupied  some¬ 
what  over  two  years.  The  furnishing  of  the  establishment  was 
proceeded  with  after  the  opening  ceremony,  and  the  hospital  was 
eventually  open  for  the  reception  of  patients  on  August  6th,  1892. 
From  this  date  the  old  Wilton  Hospital  ceased  to  be  used,  and 
was  dismantled,  and  the  Hope  Sheds  were  also  given  upon  March 
29th,  1892.

The  difference  between  these  figures  and  those  in  the  table 
contained  in  the  earlier  portion  of  this  report  relating  to  infectious 
diseases  is  accounted  for  by  the  inclusion  of  other  infectious 
diseases  which  are  not  notifiable,  notably  cases  of  measles  and 
varicella. 

Since  the  end  of  the  year  1892,  it  was  found  necessary  to 
make  separate  and  additional  hospital  accommodation  for  cases 
of  variola,  or  small-pox ;  but  this  subject  will  be  dealt  with  in  a 
further  report  on  the  prevalence  of  that  disease.

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Drainag"©  Examinations. — Following  the  introduction  of 
the  smoke-test  for  drains  instituted  in  February,  1891, 

1.  'At  every  house  in  which  a  case  of  enteric  fever  or  of 

diphtheria  occurs ; 

2.  On  application  from  any  householder  in  the  Borough, 

who  has  reason  to  suspect  insanitary  conditions  in 
his  house  arising  fro  n  the  drain  or  drains  ;  and 

3.  Whenever  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  of  opinion, 

in  any  other  case  than  the  foregoing,  that  a  smoke- 
test  is  desirable  ; 

a  further  extension  in  the  direction  of  drainage  examinations  has 
been  instituted.  Whenever  repair  of  drains  is  ordered  by  the 
sanitary  authority,  it  is  now  required  that  the  repaired  or  remedied 
drains  must  be  tested  to  see  whether  they  are  effective  before  they 
can  be  covered  in.  This  is  an  important  and  very  necessary  pro¬ 
cedure.  Under  this  scheme  419  tests  have  been  applied  during 
the  year,  affecting  as  many  as  687  houses,  and  217  tests  have  been 
applied  to  89  passage  drains,  the  tests  having  to^  be  repeated  in 
this  latter  case  by  the  defects  discovered  when  the  drains  were 
presumably  effective  and  ready  for  covering  in. 

Of  the  tests  which  were  applied  under  the  older  headings 
above  mentioned  718  were  reported,  disclosing  defects  in  710 
instances, — the  number  of  houses  affected  by  the  tests  being  as 
many  as  5,280.  As  a  consequence,  710  notices  were  served  for 
the  remedying  of  drains,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  643  of  these 
had  been  fully  complied  with.  Whereas,  too,  only  41  examina¬ 
tions  were  made  on  application  of  householders  in  1891,  as  many 
as  87  such  applications  were  made  in  1892  ;  and  while  I  ordered 
89  tests  to  be  specially  made,  on  reports  of  the  Inspectors,  in 
1891,  it  was  necessary  to  order  as  many  as  183  in  1892.  I  think, 
therefore,  that  it  can  be  claimed  for  this  branch  of  sanitary  work 
in  the  Borough  that  its  institution  has  been  fully  justified. 

The  following  list  shows  the  number  and  character  of  the 
defects  discovered  during  the  year ; —

Refuse  Disposal  Excremeiit  and  Refuse  Disposal. — An  additional  des¬ 
tructor  for  the  Pendleton  district  was  not  provided  by  the  end  of 
the  year,  but  maf^ers  were  in  progress,  and  there  was  every  likeli¬ 
hood  of  the  work  being  commenced  at  an  early  date. 

In  view  of  the  dangerous  approach  of  cholera  during  the  year, 
it  became  necessary  for  every  sanitary  authority  throughout  the 
country^  to  make  special  efforts  to  render  their  districts  as  little 
liable  as  possible  to  favour  the  dissemination  of  the  disease  if  once 
introduced  into  their  midst.  With  this  object  I  urged  in  a  short 
,  report  (App.  III.  IV.)  the  thorough  cleansing  of  all  sewers  of  deposit 
in  the  Borough,  and  the  thorough  and  immediate  removal  of  every 
sort  of  house-refuse  and  other  filth  which  had  accumulated  in 
neglected  places.  A  joint  committee  of  the  Health  and  Scaveng¬ 
ing  Committees  was  at  once  formed,  the  flushing  of  sewers  and 
passage  drains  was  promptly  proceeded  with,  and  the  Committee 
was  divided  up  into  inspection  committees  to  inspect  the  condition 
of  every  portion  of  the  Borough  in  respect  of  its  scavenging. 
Much  good  fruit  resulted  from  this  energetic  grasping  of  the 
subject,  and  not  only  was  much  cleansing  of  neglected  places 
effected,  but  my  recommendation,  made  in  1890,  that  every  sewer 
should  be  cleansed  at  least  once  in  every  year  was  also  adopted, 
and  flushing  apparatus  for  the  purpose  ordered  to  be  provided 
under  the  direction  of  the  Borough  Engineer. 

Further  advance  has  been  made  in  the  Borough  in  respect  of 
the  substitution  ofi  water-closets  for  old-  midden-privies,  the  total 
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number  of  new  water-closets  having  been  740.  These  are  to  be 
distributed  according  to  the  several  districts  as  follows  : — Regent 
Road,  368;  Greengate,  232;  Pendleton,  91  ;  Broughton,  49.  It 
is,  however,  essential  that  with  this  continued  substitution  of  a 
water-carriage  system  of  excrement  disposal,  even  greater  attention 
than  has  hitherto  been  the  case,  must  be  paid  to  the  efficiency  of 
the  main  sewers  in  respect  of  their  capacity  and  freedom  from 
deposit.

The  means  for  preventing  the  spread  of  phthisis,  therefore,  from  infective

{a.)  The  sputum  from  consumptive  people  should  be  at 
once  burned,  by  being  spat  into  the  fire,  or,  better 
still,  spat  into  a  piece  of  paper  or  a  rag,  which 
should  be  at  once  burned ; 

(b.)  Sputum  may,  however,  be  spat  into  a  glass  or  porce¬ 
lain  vessel,  containing  a  15  per  cent,  solution  of 
carbolic  acid,  or  (if  carbolic  acid  cannot  be  obtained) 
simply  some  water.

There  is  no  sort  of  legitimate  doubt  that  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  children  is  largely  caused  by  the  use  of 
un-boiled  milk  from  consumptive  cows.  There  is 
no  truth  in  the  belief  that  boiled  milk  loses  its 
strength  or  is  less  digestible  ; 


{cl)  All  meat  should  be  thoroughly  well  cooked,  and  not 
be  eaten  underdone  ;

(g.)  Some  household  pets  (for  example  cats),  are 
susceptible  of  tuberculosis,  and  if  suffering  from 
any  chronic  disease  should  be  destroyed. 

7.  If  the  general  public,  and  those  who  are  suffering  from  phthisis, 
would  undertake  to  put  the  foregoing  advice  into  actual 
practice,  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  there  would,  in 
the  next  few  years,  be  a  marked  decrease  in  the  fatality  from 
phthisis  in  this  countiy.  Moreover,  as  it  has  been  shown  that 
phthisis,  in  its  less  advanced  stages,  is  a  curable  disease,  there 
is  every  encouragement  to  adopt  these  protective  and  hygienic 
measures  for  the  benefit  of  a  patient  suffering  from  the 
disease. 

Any  house  within  the  Borough  will  he  purified  by  the  Health  Depart 
ment  free  of  cost^  on  the  recommendation  of  a  qualified  medical 
practitioner  to  the  Medical  Ofipcer  of  Health,

PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  CHOLERA. 


Special  Report  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  General 

Health  Committee,  August  29TH,  1892. 

In  accordance  with  the  official  letter  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
of  the  26th  August,  1892,  calling  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  to 
the  question  of  taking  such  measures  of  precaution  as  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  district  may  demand,  in  view  of  the  appearance  of  cholera  on  the 
Continent  of  Europe  and  at  some  of  the  sea-ports  of  England,  I  herewith 
present  the  following  memorandum  to  the  Health  Committee  : — 

1.  So  long  as  the  Port  Sanitary  Administration  of  this  country 

continues  to  be  as  effective  as  it  has  shown  itself  in  late  years, 
there  is  no  great  probability  of  a  spread  of  cholera  from  the 
sea-coast  to  inland  districts.  The  Port  Sanitary  Authorities 
of  this  island  form  indeed  the  first  and  important  line  of 
defence  against  the  invasion  of  cholera ;  but  it  is  necessary 
that,  should  this  line  of  defence  be  in  some  cases  broken 
through,  there  should  not  be  conditions  present  in  inland 
districts  to  favour  the  spread  of  the  disease. 

2.  It  is  important  to  remember  that  the  infectious  material  of 

cholera  is  chiefly  contained  in  the  alvine  discharges,  and  that 
the  spread  of  infection,  from  case  to  case,  should  be  controlled 
in  the  same  manner  that  the  spread  of  enteric-fever  is  pre¬ 
vented.  Thus,  in  all  cases,  it  is  necessary  to  disinfect 
thoroughly  and  completely  all  discharges  from  the  stomach 
and  bowels  of  a  patient,  the  bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  stained  by 
such  discharges,  and  the  place  in  which  a  patient  has  suffered 
from  his  or  her  illness. 

3.  But,  inasmuch  as  the  habitual  prevalence  of  enteric-fever  in  a 

locality  may  be  taken  as  a  measure  of  the  liability  of  that 
district  to  favour  the  spread  of  cholera  within  it,  should  it  be 
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introduced  tliere,  it  is  important  that  prompt  precautionary 
measures  should  be  adopted  throughout  the  Borough, 
particularly  in  the  Regent  Road,  Pendleton,  and  Lower 
Broughton  districts. 

4.  d'he  principal  conditions  in  Salford  which  would  be  likely  to 

favour  a  spread  of  choleraic  disease  are  two,  viz.  ;  (a)  the 
existence  of  sewers  of  deposit,  and  (I?)  any  relaxation  in  the 
general  and  household  scavenging  of  the  Borough.  The 
prevention  of  both  of  these  conditions  is  practically  in  the 
hands  of  the  Sanitary  Authority  : — 

(a)  The  thorough  and  immediate  cleansing  of  the  sewers, 
many  of  which  were  shown  in  my  diphtheria  report 
of  1890  to  be  liable  to  varying  and  in  some  cases 
considerable  deposits  of  sewage  within  them,  should 
be  referred  to  the  Borough  Engineer,  and — 

(/;)  To  use  the  words  of  the  Official  Memorandum  of 
the  Local  Government  Board,  “there  should  be 
immediate  thorough  removal  of  every  sort  of  house 
refuse  and  other  filth  which  has  accumulated  in 
neglected  places,  and  future  accumulations  of  the 
same  sort  should  be  prevented.”  This  instruction 
should  be  referred  to  the  Scavenging  Committee, 
and  there  should  be  no  hesitation,  in  my  opinion, 
in  increasing  the  scavenging  staff  for  the  immediate 
purpose  of  carrying  it  out. 

5.  While  happily  Salford  is  furnished  with  a  good  and  ample 

supply  of  water,  a  danger  may  still  arise  from  the  dirty  con¬ 
dition  of  house  cisterns,  and  as,  in  respect  of  this  matter,  as 
well  as  of  the  cleanliness  of  house-drains,  sinks,  and  gulley- 
traps,  the  householder  may  fairly  be  expected  to  do  his  duty, 
I  have  drawn  up  a  form  of  poster  or  circular,  which  may  be 
conveniently  distributed  throughout  the  Borough  for  the 
information  of  the  inhabitants.

APPENDIX  IV.

PRECAUTIONS  AGAINST  CHOLERA. 


1. — It  is  important  for  the  public  to  understand  that  pains  taken  to 
prevent  insanitary  conditions  in  and  about  their  dwelling-houses  are  specially 
necessary  to  protect  them  from  the  spread  of  Cholera, 

2.  — Measures  of  cleanliness,  taken  beforehand,  are  of  far  more  import¬ 
ance  for  the  protection  of  a  district  against  Cholera  than  removal  or 
disinfection  of  filth  after  the  disease  has  actually  made  its  appearance. 

3.  — It  is  important  that  as  little  household  refuse  as  possible  should  be 
stored  in  ashpits  and  ash-barrels,  and  that  all  that  can  be  burnt  on  the 
kitchen  fire  should  be  so  destroyed.  Trade  refuse  should  be  promptly 
removed  to  be  destroyed  in  the  Borough  Destructors. 

4.  — The  gullies  and  sinks  of  every  dwelling-house  should  be  cleaned 
out  DAILY  by  each  householder,  and  the  house  drains  flushed  daily  with 
clean  water,  or  with  a  solution  of  carbolic  acid. 

5.  — The  dwelling-house  should  be  kept  thoroughly  clean,  and  be  well 
washed  out  more  frequently  than  usual. 

6.  — Wherever  there  is  a  cistern  in  a  dwelling-house,  this  should  be  at 
once  thoroughly  cleaned  out,  and  then  covered  over  to  protect  it  from  dust 
and  dirt. 

7.  — It  is  very  desirable  that  all  persons,  and  particularly  children, 
should  abstain  from  eating  unripe  or  uncooked  fruit  at  this  season. 

8.  — In  all  cases  of  Diarrhoea  the  discharges  should  be  at  once  disin¬ 
fected  before  being  removed.  Disinfecting  Powder  may  be  obtained  at 
any  of  the  Tovvn  Halls  in  the  Borough.
